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CH. 4. LAWS OF THE TWENTY-EIGETH GENERAL ASSEMBLY.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Towa:

SectioN 1. Provisions extended to incorporated towns—proceed-
ings legalized. That section eight hundred and ninety-four (894) of the
code be amended by adding thereto the following, to be known as sub-
division twelve (12) of said section:

“The provisions of subdivisions five (5), six (6), seven (7), eight
(8), nine (9), and ten (10) of said section eight hundred and ninety-
four (894) are extended to incorporated towns, and all proceedings
of incorporated towns had under the assumption that the said pro-
visions were applicable to said incorporated towns are hereby
legalized and confirmed, and said proceedings shall be in law held
to be valid to the same extent as if the said subdivisions of said
section eight hundred and ninety-four (894) of the code included
incorporated towns by the specific terms thereof.” '

SEcC. 2. In effect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance,
shall be in force and take effect from and after its publication in the Iowa
State Register and Des Moines Leader, newspapers published at Des
Moines, Iowa.

SecTioN 1. Time extended. That section ten hundred and ninety-six
(1096) of the code be amended by striking out the word ‘‘six” in the last line
theraof, and substituting therefor the word ‘‘seven.”
